March for education 

In what should be the largest march on Sacramento 
to date, some 25,000 people are expected to protest 
the financial conditions of state schools on this 
Saturday, May 15 

Union and student organizers are focusing attention 
on two major demands: adequate financing for 
education through budget and tax reforms, and 
collective bargaining for all state employees 

Norman P. Nichols, President of the Sacramento 
Area Council California Federation of Teachers, said 
the protestors “will demand that Reagan and the 
legislators correct the situation in state schools and 
act now. Cutting costs in education has not solved the 
problems existing in the classrooms.” 

Supporting the march is SSC’s United Professors of 
California Union local. UPC's President, Prof. Pat 
McGillivray (Sociology) labels the march as “an 
attempt to increase public awareness as to what the 
governor is doing to higher education in California.” 

The march will organize at 11 a.m. between Third 
and Fourth Streets on Capitol Mall, It will proceed up 
the Mall, reaching the steps of the Capitol by noon 
The rally will continue from | to 3 p.m. There will be 
speeches by labor and political leaders. “I hope SSC 
faculty and students will share in this protest march 
At stake is nothing less than the survival of quality 
higher education in California,” said President 
McGillivray of the UPC

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Delinquent youth program 
offers teaching internship

A unique two-year Teacher 
Corps Corrections Training 
Project, sponsored by the US 
Office of Education, will be 
conducted by SSC, the California 
Youth Authority, Sacramento 
City Unified Schoo] District and 
Sacramento County Office of 
Education. The Project, which 
will be administered by the SSC 
Foundation, is scheduled to begin 
the summer of 1971 and end the 
summer of 1973 

The purpose of the project is to 
train teachers to serve 
pre-delinquent and delinquent 
youths in grades 7 to 12. The 
program is open to Seniors and 
Graduates in basic teaching 
subjects. The heart of the project 
is the internship in which students 
will receive a substantial portion 
of their training at correctional 
institutions and will participate in 
a community-based education 
program. The following schools 
will be involved in the project 





O.H. Close and Karl Holton 
Schools, Stockton; Sacramento 
County Juvenile Hall School and 
Boys Ranch and American Legion 
School, Sacramento. Interns will 
receive a stipend of $90 per week 
and an allowance of $15 per 
dependent 

Common core and differentiated 
experiences geared to the special 
backgrounds, levels of 
preparation, and roles of the 
participants in the teams will be 
provided by the Program 
Classroom realities will be the 
center of these experiences 
Specific learning activities of the 
participants will be determined by 
the analysis of the educational 
needs of the student to be served, 
and the nature of the local 
educational agencies’ programs 
Intern work will be arranged so 
that corpsmen will have 
experiences in public schools 
correctional institutions, and 
community based educationa! 
programs in order that corpsmen 
can gain a broadened perspective

The project envisions the early 
selection of 30 interns and 5 team 
leaders with fifteen of the interns 
to be persons with approximately 
90 acceptable college units and 
fifteen to be holders of a 
baccalaureate degree. Team 
leaders. who must be credentialed 
teachers with three years of 
successful teaching experience 
will be selected from _ the 
cooperating agencies 

Women will comprise 
approximately one-half of the 
total project. The ethnic balance 
anticipated includes 10 
Afro-Americans, 10

Anglo-Americans, and 5 Native 
Americans. 


Seniors who follow the projectec 
course of study and experience 
will receive a B.A. degree at the 
end of the first year and an M.A 
degree at the end of the second 
ycar.

Educational cop-out 


Up until his recent decision cancelling the convocation on war crimes 
and the Southeast Asian conflict, President Bernard Hyink had 
consistently proven through the year that ‘he was his own man,’ to coin 
a phrase. Like the willow tree of the Chinese proverb which bends to 
the force of the wind, President Hyink has ridden with the tide of 
opinion of this campus by exercising his authority conscientiously. He 
almost made it through the year, almost! 

His decision to cancel the convocation, refute the non-penalization of 
students attending the convocation and demand that the format of the 
program be changed, reeks of an educational cop-out and a political 
sell-out. As President of the College, Hyink has an obligation to the 
students which transcends his responsibility to the Chancellor or the 
Governor. That obligation is to insure the greatest amount of academic 
freedom regardless of the topic. In cancelling the convocation, Hyink 
has denied that the Vietnam war and related topics are matters for 
academic exploration, a rather presumptuous statement to make for 
one entrusted with widening the scope of education 

We can well understand that there may have been an implied threat in 
the Chancellor's “discussions” with Dr. Hyink. Regardless of whether 
his job was in jepoardy, President Hyink failed to measure up to his 
commitment to the students of this college. College is a place for 
exploring topics of our time as well as textbook facts. The Southeast 
Asian war deserved an airing. The administration, acting as puppets of 
outside interests, attempted to intervene. All this causes one to wonder 
where Dr. Hyink will stand when the chips are really down. From his 
recent action the answer is apparent. He is not with us and that’s the 
biggest sell-out of them all

Also, 
the question was not whether 
crimes were committed in all 
wars, or by both sides, but that 
crimes cannot be committed for 
worthy causes. There is no 
policeman to control the 
combatants. If we are guilty, we 
must recognize our own guilt, for 
it cannot be surpassed until it is 
recognized.

Gabor Szabo, with a sophisticated, but thoroughly 
modern sound, opened things up playing to an 
enthusiastic and responsive crowd of clapping, 
foot-stomping music lovers 

Szabo, accompanied by a constantly moving rhythm 
section, held the throngs of young and old alike 
captive for four numbers off his new 
Connection” album and received a standing ovation 
at the end of his session 

At times, Szabo implemented a bit of the now 
sound that is to say he mixed the electic sound 
prevalent in today’s music and it came out 
extraordinarily well 

His percussion section was quite something else 
Picking up the beat off Szabo’s guitar, his 
percussionists kept a steady flow going that had the 
crowd yelling and clapping frantically. One of the 
drummers in the group was moved to do a few fancy 
dance steps—in rhythm, of course. 

After a fantastic warm-up by the Szabo group, the 
stage was set for a night of enjoyment as Les McCann 
LTD, featuring Eddie Harris with his wild sax came 
out to get it on 

Almost immediately upon the appearance of the 
group the audience began shouting for “Cold Duck” 
made popular off their ‘Swiss Movement” LP 
McCann obliged but not until he and Harris did some 
righteous signifyin’ 


Playing tunes mostly written and composed by the 
versatile Harris, the group moved on and on while 
McCann urged and got plenty of audience 
participation, even to the extent of a bit of dancing 
the cold duck on the Stage right on! 

On one particular number each member of the 
group did a solo thang’~ signifyin’ back and of the 
five in the group, Mr. Harris, playing notes possibly 
unheard of by anyone else except himself, drew the 
biggest applause 

Mixing the distinct Eddie Harris sound, he produced 
a mysterious, but funky sound with his sax that asa 
result was delightfully, periodically interrupted by 
shouts and claps from the crowd 

But probably the tune that got more response that 
“Cold Duck” was the protest-like “Compared To 
What" of which the audience joined in singing just 
that. “‘tryin’ to make it real compared to what?” 

Mc Cann also in addition to his fast bugaloo-type 
stuff. mellowed out and did soulful renditions of 
“Let It Be Me” and “With These Hands”’ 

At the show’s end the group received a standing 
ovation and with the crowd now on their feet and 
gathered at the foot of the stage, they did an encore 
This time Harris dug into a not too distant past and 
came out with his legendary “Listen Here,” which 
was one of the songs that put him on top as a 
saxophonist. 

With the Freeborn walls vibrating everything came 
to an end and what an end it was. An evening of 
right-on music and togetherness that has to rate as 
one of the best ever.
